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REMARKS

device comprising, in combination with other cited limitations, the 
first and second 

Claims 2-16 are therefore allowed because of their dependency 
on claim 1 . 

Applicant agrees that the art of record does not teach or suggest the recited 
recitations. Hie Examiner, however, did not cite recitations from all of the claims. 
Applicant submits that no words or terms should be "read into" a claim based on the 
statements of the Examiner. Instead, the present claims are allowable for at least die > 
reason that the art of record does not teach or suggest all of the recitations of the claims 
as actually recited in the claims themselves. Further, the dependent claims are 
additionally allowable since each of these claims recites recitations that are not taught or 
suggested in the art of record. Applicant therefore respectfully asserts that the scope of 
each claim as allowed is to be determined from the actual claim language, including all 
equivalents.
